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1. At the artillery barracks in KoSice there is now stationed a Czech artillery 
regiment, fully motorized, It is equipped with 122 mm howitzers. 


2, At the former Hungarian air acedemy there is a reinforcement and assignment 
command. In August 1952, 400 to 450 men were brought here to be assigned to 
various arms. Half of them were older men who had served in the Slovak or 
Hungarien Armies, particularly artillerists. The other half belonged to 
various arms. All were from the classes 1923 to 1925.
